GILBERT  SCOTT/dba/SCOTT'S  AUTO  WRECKING 
PRELIMINARY  ENVIRONMENTAL  REVIEW 
GENERAL  COMMENTS 


Mr.  Scott  has  constructed  and  proposed  the  licensing  of  a 1.5  acre 
wrecking  yard  on  the  east  end  of  Main  Street  in  Fort  Benton  across  the 
street  from  his  lumber  yard.  The  Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  and  Disposal  law 
and  regulations  require  that  wrecking  yards  be  screened  from  public  view 
such  that  junk  vehicles  held  in  storage  cannot  be  seen  from  a point  six 
feet  above  the  center  of  any  public  road. 

This  proposed  facility  is  shielded  on  all  four  sides  in  accordance 
with  the  standards  found  in  Rule  16.14.202  ARM  by  an  attractive  wooden 
fence  approximately  nine  feet  high.  A series  of  six  metal  buildings  along 
Main  Street  provide  additional  shielding  on  the  north  side.  Fences  connect 
the  buildings.  There  should  be  no  significant  aesthetic  impact  from  the 
proper  operation  of  a wrecking  facility  at  this  proposed  location. 

There  may  be  minor  positive  impacts  on  state  and  local  tax  bases  and 
revenues,  income  and  employment  from  the  establishment  of  this  business. 

If  approved,  Scott  Auto  Wrecking  will  become  the  first  licensed  auto  parts 
recycler  in  Chouteau  County.  If  successful,  it  should  provide  a commercial 
depository  for  junked  vehicles,  benefitting  area  aesthetics,  and  provide  at 
least  a secondary  income  and  employment  opportunity  for  the  owner/operator 
and  any  additional  employees  necessary  in  the  business  over  time.  Such 
facilities  commonly  have  minor  positive  economic  impacts  on  such  secondary 
businesses  as  auto  parts  stores,  machine  shops,  body  and  repair  shops, 
transportation,  advertising  and  communication  networks. 

Previously,  land  use  for  this  site  was  primarily  agricultural  in 
nature;  sheep  grazing  and  some  cropland.  The  surrounding  land  has  been 
plotted  into  city  streets,  blocks  and  residential  lots  although  little 
development  has  occurred.  Most  remains  agricultural  in  nature.  The  Fort 
Benton  zoning  board  has  reviewed  and  authorized  this  proposed  industrial 
land  use  as  certified  on  the  license  application. 

A minor  increase  in  demand  for  government  services  may  result  from  the 
proposal.  As  with  any  business,  there  may  be  an  additional  need  for  such 
local  services  as  law  and  fire  protection,  water,  sewer,  energy  utilities 
and  solid  waste  disposal  facilities.  A minor  amount  of  time  will  be 
required  of  state  and  local  junk  vehicle  program  officials  to  conduct 
periodic  inspections  to  assure  that  the  facility  is  maintained  and  operated 
in  compliance  with  state  law.  These  impacts  are  not  expected  to  be  signif- 
icant.
